BEIRUT. May 7 (Agencies) — The Iraqi 
Air Force fought to contain an Iranian ons- 
laught in the south of Iran’s Khuzestan pro- : 
vince Friday and Iraqi gunners pounded the 
area west of the Karim River with sheDs and 
rockets, official reports from Baghdad said. 

Correspondents °f the official Iraqi News 
Agency IN A on the battlefront said the sky 
was dark with Iraqi , planes and helicopter 
gunships on their way to strike at Iranian 
positions recaptured from Iraq in Tehran’s 
latest offensive. Iran said its troops had 
broken through to the Iraqi border along a 
20kms front west of the Karun River which 
they crossed a week ago at the start of what 
could be the decisive battle in the 20- 
month-old Gulf war. 

An Iraqi counter attack Thursday, billed 
by Baghdad as the final assault on Iran's 
bridgehead, was not mentioned .Friday and 
the Iraqi reports gave no geographical details 
of the new battlelines. 

Military communiques described the Ira- 
nian move as a “desperate attack” employing 
“the remainder of (Iran’s) worn-out troops.” 
The Iraqi agency said the air force and the 
gunners were inflicting heavy losses on the 
Iranians, including 40 tanks in two convoys, 
seven; armored personnel carriers and 17 


other vehicles. 

Baghdad says over 24,000 Iranians have 
died in the' last week of fighting against only 
800 Iraqis. Tehran says the operation is so 
extensive Iraqi losses have not yet been 
counted. Iran' s offensive is aimed at recaptur- 
ing the port of Khorramshar at the head of 
■ the Gulf, the only large town still in Iraqi 
hands. , 

Although Iraqi troops are, wefi entrenched 
m the devastated town, reports from Tehran 
say Iranian troops are only 25 kmsaway, with 
no natural obstacles jn. their way. The loss of 
Khorramshar would be a severe blow to Iraq 
which, throughout the .war, has relied on its 
occupation of Iranian territory as a counter in 
future negotiations on d isputed border areas. 

As Iran has slowly eroded territorial gains 
made by Iraq at the start of the war, Baghdad 
has increasingly put out peace feelers. Iran 
still insists on full withdrawal before negotia- 
tions. 

In Baghdad Friday, Deputy Prime Minister 
Taba Yassin Ramadan, commander of the 
“people’s army” auxiliaries, reviewed newly 
trained recruits, many of them from other 
Arab countries, IN A said. The minister told 
them they were taking part to defend Arab 
rights, sovereignty and honor, it said.

President Reagan Thursday endorsed a 
senate committee's proposal to boost taxes 
and cut social spending to narrow the pro- 
jected spending deficits over the next three 
years, but leading members of the House of 
Representatives said it was unacceptable. 

The confusion about how much the U.S. 
government will have to borrow to cover the 
deficits has been maintaining imprest rates at 
what some economists see as artificially high

In Bueno Aires, Lhe Argentine Foreign 
Ministry rejected British Foreign Minister 
Francis Pym’s accusation of “intransigence”. 
An Argentine spokesman said Peru had pro- 
posed its plan “under pressure by the U.S. 
State Department — a new maneuver by 
General (Alexander) Haig to deteriorate the 
good relations between Peru and Argent- 
ina.” 

Foreign diplomats in Buenos Aires believe 
that Argentina's military junta hopes to take 
its case before the U.N. General Assembly 
where it might benefit from backing by non- 
aligned countries. 

In London, reporting on the collapse of a 
peace plan sponsored by Peru and the United 
States. Pym said if it had been accepted by 
Argentina a ceasefire could have begun at 
1600 GMT Friday. 

Pym said Britain did not want ro escalate 
the conflict, and would continue to work fora 
peaceful solution. But in response to opposit- 
ion questions, he refused to rule out the poss- 
ibility of a raid by British bombers on mainl- 
and Argentine air bases. Shortly afterwards, 
he told a news conference Britain would 
again bomb the airfield at Port Stanley, the 
Falklands capital, if Argentine forces repai- 
red damage caused by earlier air raids. 

Argentine officials said their acceptance of 
the U.N. plan depended on Britain agreeing 
to halt hostilities definitively. A mere ceasef- 
ire would enable the British fleet to get reinf- 
orcements to attack again. ' 

Buenos Aires said it was willing to comply 
with U.N. Security Council resolution 502, 
which calls for a halt in hostilities, withdrawal 
of Argentine troops from the Falklands and a 
search for a peaceful solution. The Argentin- 
ians said they were willing to • demilitarize” 
the zone.

Bid to free a Druze 

Israeli firing injures 6 in Golan 
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TEL AVTV, May 7 (Agencies) — Israeli 
policemen on the occupied Golan Heights 
shot and wounded six Arabs Friday during an 
attempt to release a detained Druze, a police 
spokesman said. 

The residents of Golan Heights, occupied 
tty Israel in 1967, have been resisting Israeli 
attempts to force them. to exchange their mili- 
tary identity cards for civilian ones. The spo- 
kesman said two policemen were taking a 
Druze villager to the station house at the 
village of Bukata to charge him with operat- 
ing a tractorwitbout a license when they were 
attacked by scores of Druzes with knives and 
stones to try to free the man. 

“The policemen fired at the attackers, 
wounding six of them,” the spokesman said. 

Meanwhile, Palestinian mayors in the West 
Bank are planning a new campaign of non- 
cooperation with Israeli occupation authorit- 
ies; After weeks of anti-Israeli uprising, the 
mayors say they have derided to halt munici- 
pal services in an attempt to force the occupy- 
ing forces to reinstate four dismissed colleag- 


ues- “We are going to shut down the munici- 
palities' next week and keep them shut until 
the Israelis change their mind,” said Mayor 
Haj ArniD Nasser of Kalkilya, a fanning 
town. 

In the past, the Palestinian leadership has 
maintained a dialogue with military authorit- 
ies. But that will also end, according to Hal- 
eem Abou Gbazaleh. deputy mayor of Nab- 
lus. The mayors now plan to order all admini- 
strative staff to halt work and stop construct- 
ion projects. But schools, electricity supply, 
water and sewage will be kept running to 
avoid inflicting hardship. 

But as most of the municipalities buy elect- 
ricity from the Israeli grid, power might well 
be cut off when the towns fail to pay their 
bills. It is also feared that the Israelis may use 
the strike as a pretext to dismiss the rest of the 
Palestinian mayors. 

In Paris, the French government said Fri- 
day it deplored what it called Israel's system- 
atic use of firearms to put down Palestinians 
in the occupied areas. 


PEKING, May 7 (R) — U.S. Vice- 
President George Bush had a first round of 
talks with the leaders of Communist China 
here Friday and reported that he found dis- 
cussions dominated by the issue of American 
arms supplies to Nationalist China (Taiwan). 

Bush described his two-hour talks with 
Foreign Minister Huang Hua as frank and 
candid, U.S. delegation sources said. The 
Taiwan question dominated the discussions,'* 
the vice-president was quoted as saying. “We 
look forward to further discussions with 
Vice-Chairman Deng (Xiaoping) on this and 
other subjects tomorrow.” 

Bush flew to Peking Friday for a three-day 
visit intended to improve Sino-U.S. relations. 
These greatly worsened last month when 
President Reagan approved a S60 million 
sale of military spare parts to the nationalist 
government of Taiwan. 

When the spare parts deal went to the U.S. 
Congress for formal approval, the Commun- 
ist government lodged a strong protest at 
Washington's “infringement of Chinese 
sovereignty.” Peking strongly indicated that 
further sales could bring a downgrading of 
diplomatic ties, fully established only in 
1979. 

For weeks now the official Chinese media 
have been warning America against tiying to 
return to a “two Chinas” policy, and Bush 
and bis party made it dear that this was not 
their country's intention. Assistant Secretary 
of State John Holdridge, who took part in the 
talks, told reporters afterward Bush had 
stressed that President Reagan stood for one 
China, not two. 

Bush told his hosts that Reagan supported 
the Shanghai communique, issued at the end 
of former President Nixon's historic visit to 
Communist state in 1972, which paved the 


Washington and Peking. In it, the U.S. “ack- 
nowledges that all Chinese on either side of 
the Taiwan strait maintain there is one China 
and that Taiwan is a part of China. The 
United States does not challenge that posi- 
tion.” 

When asked what was new about the U.S. 
position as specified by Bush Friday, Hol- 
dridge said that the fact it was conveyed per- 
sonally to the Chinese leaders by the U.S. 
vice-president was itself important. 

Bush was later attending a banquet hosted 
by Premier Zhao Ziyang at Peking's Great 
Hall of the People. Saturday his talks will be 
with Vice-Chairman Deng before he returns 
to the U.S. Sunday. 

U.S. spells terms 
for foreign aid 

PARIS, May 7 (AP) — The U.S. govern- 
ment has decided that future foreign aid will 
be dispensed largely to countries that directly 
contributed to American security interests, 
the International Herald Tribune reported 
Friday, citing unnamed diplomatic sources. 

The new attitude is the basic thrust of a 
document sent out last month by Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig, the article said. The 
document listed eight possible justifications 
for extending American financial help and 
providing embassies with guidance for 
examining programs and countries that are 
candidates for aid, the article reported, quot- ‘ 
ing diplomats it said had seen the document. 

In the top categories of future aid 
beneficiaries are countries where aid can 
directly advance U.S. strategic aims or where 
the United States can obtain military 
facilities, according 10 the Herald Tribune. 


Top diamond s sale off due to low bids 



GENEVA. May 7 (R) — The largest 
diamond to be offered at auction this century 
was withdrawn by the owner when the high- 
est, bid was 6.2 million Swiss francs (53.16 
million). 

“I cannot sell it at this price” Graham 
Llewellyn, auctioner at the Sot he by Parke 
Bemet Auction, said Thursday night as he 
withdrew the 234.65 carat De Beers 
Diamond, the fifth largest known diamond. 
The yeQow-tinged gem was withdrawn after 
less than three minutes bidding. 

The unnamed owner of stone, which the 
auctioneers had appraised as worth between 
six and nine raiHion Swiss francs (S3 and 4.6 


million), had set a higher minimum price tor 
it, Llewellyn told reporters after the unsuc- 
cessful auction. 

The auction room record for a diamond is 
the 3>4.6 million bid that bought the 41.28 
carat Polar Star, a flawless white gem, at a 
sale here in 1980. 

Several other pieces of rare jeweleiy, 
including half of a dazzling collection belong- 
ing to an anonymous Indian prince, also 
failed to attract the minimum prices from the 
wary buyers- Llewellyn cited high interest 
rate* and uncertainty in precious gems mar- 
kets as possible reasons for Lhe weak 
response.

Jerusalem panel 
draw up strategy 

RIYADH. May 7 (SPA) — Saudi Ara- 
bia will do its best to ensure drawing up an 
effective plan by the Jerusalem Commit- 
tee to liberate the holy city, Saudi Ambas- 
sador to Morocco Ali Al-Qabbani has 
asserted. 

According to Okaz newspaper Friday, 
the ambassador was speaking on the eve 
of the opening in Fez. Morocco, of the 
sixth session of the Jerusalem Committee 
under the chairmanship of King Hassan II. 

The committee is made up of represent- 
atives of Saudi Arabia, Bangladesh, Gui- 
nea, Indonesia, Iraq, Iran, Jordan. Leba- 
non, Morocco, Mauritania, Niger, Pakis- 
tan, Senegal. Syria and the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organization (PLO). 

The Saudi delegation is led by Foreign 
Undersecretary Abdul Aziz Al-Thunyan. 
representing Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al- Faisal. 

The ambassador said, according to the 
paper, that the Kingdom would “use all its 
Arab and Islamic weight to ensure draw- 
ing up an effective plan of action at the 
international and Islamic levels for the 
liberation of Jerusalem." He added that 
the Jerusalem Committee meetings are 
being held in the light of hopes for a unif- 
ied Islamic action as advocated by the Taif 
summit, and under crucial circumstances 
with the Islamic nation facing a premedit- 
ated Israeli aggression on the holy places. 

An effective Islamic action required 
unity and coordination, he said, and 
hoped the committee would adopt a work- 
ing program for the liberation of Jerusa- 
lem “on the basis of right and justice." 


Kingdom to spend SRI 22. 5b on education 


RIYADH. May 7 (SPA) — Saudi Arabia 
win be spending a total of SRl22.5'bfilion on 
educational programs during .fee third 
Five-Year Plan period to ensure: the coun- 
try's socio-economic development. . . 

Official statistics released by the "Ministry 
of Education said the appro priations foE edu- 
cation during the plan period, ' constituted, 
about 16 percent of the total development; 
outlay. 

Hie objective is to provide free education 
to all school-age nationals and to eradicate 
illiteracy from the Kingdom as quickly as pos- ’ 
sible. A large number of schools, colleges and 
other educational institutes are being set up 
each year throughout the Kingdom. 

The 20th annual report issued by the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency (SANA) said the 
number of students enrolled at academic inst- . 
itutions exceeded 1 .5 million during the year 
1980-81. The report said the strength -of the 
teaching staff, however, increased faster and 
the siudent-to- teacher ratio improved to 18 
at all institutions and to nine at the universit- 
ies. It said over 600 new schools were opened 
in 1980-81. 

A glaring feature of the governments edu- 
cational program was a substantial growth in 
the number of female students at different 
levels of education. “The number of female 
students, which stood at 569,887, constituted 
37 percent of the total number of students 
(boys and girls) during 1980-81, as compared 
to 35 percent in the year preceding. On the 
other hand, the number of female teachers . 
increased from 27,717 in the preceding year 
to 31,292," official statistics said. 

A senior official at the education ministry 
said the number of students (male and fem- 
ale) enrolled at the primary level recorded 
the largest increase during rhe year, account- 
ing for 76.5 percent of the total increase in 
the number of students. The official said 
about 370 new primary schools, at the rate of 


.one per day, were opened during 1980-81,. 
brin gin g the fetal number of schools to 5,744. 

At the post-primary (intermediate and 
.secondary) leveL. the number of students 
went up by 4.9 percent, to 377,681, while the 
number of teachers rose by 3.2 percent, to 
- 24,866. About 241 new . intermediate and 
secondary schools were opened, raising their 
□umber to 2,181.. • • 

Higher education witnessed a remarkable 
progress with the number of students enrol- 
led (both male and female) at colleges and 
universities rising to 54,397 in 1980-81,sho- 
wmg an increase of 13.4 percent. A total of 

5,448 students completed their higher studies 
during the year, according to official records. 

• The - government has established seven 
large universities, including two wholly devo- 
ted to AifcbiYarid Klamic studies. ’ 

The government has also set up a Saudi 
National Center for Science and Technology 

and a number of technical education and voc- 
ational training institutes. The Kingdom's 
universities have met the national requirem- 
ents for higher learning and have also enab- 
led a large number of students from Arab and 
Islamic states to benefit from the advanced 
studies offered in the Kingdom, the educat- 
ion ministry official said. The government is 
also granting liberal financial assistance and 
grants to students for higher studies abroad. 
“There are 10,000 students on scholarships 
sent by the government abroad.

The Islamic University at Madinah is an 
international university, offering specialised 
teaching in religious studies. About 90 perc- 
ent of its students are from other countries, 
particularly Muslim states. 

Another special feature of the growing 
awareness of education in the Kingdom is a 
substantial increase in the number of g irl stu 


dents and teachers d higher education. Th* 
number of students rose by 25.8 percent, to 
15,932. while that of. the teaching staff went 
" up by 25.2 percent,’ *0 t;2&3. Three new 
colleges, one each to Madinah, Bur&idah and 
Abha have been recently opened, raising u, e 
total number of girirool leges to nine. These 
coUeges.are in addition to a Higher Institute 
for Social Services in Riyadh.and girls' secti- 
ons in some of the universities, where the 
enrolment of girl students amounted to 
10,610 during the academic year 1980-81, 

Extensive arrangements have been made 
in different parts of the Kingdom for techni- 
cal education and vocational training to ena- 
ble young men to participate in the country' & 
development. The government has allocated 
SR6.27 billion fe provide facilities for techni- 
cal education and vocational training, a sen- 
ior official otihe Ministry of Labor and Social 
Affairs said. 

Two new vocational training centers were 
opened during 1980 at Hafr Ai-Batcn and 
Qatif, bringing the total number of vocational 
training centers in the Kingdom to 18. "The 
number of trainees enrolled at these centers 
during 1980 reached 3,684.” he said. “In the 
year 198 1, the total number of trainees who 
graduated from these centers reached 9.724, 
representing a rise of 16 percent over the 
previous year.” he added. 

Efforts arc also being made by the gover- 
nment to popularize and spread technical and 
professional education in the Kingdom. Five 
vocational secondary schools have been esta- 
blished at Madinah. Taif, Abha. Unazah and 
Hofuf. These are in addition to four industrial 
technical institutes, namely, the Royal Tech- 
nical Institute (Dammam) and the Higher 
Technical Institute (Riyadh). 

A number of commerce, finance and agric- 
ulture institutes were also set up by the gove- 
rnment to ensure social and community deve- 
lopment.

The terminal-cum-commercial centers will 
be located in the heart of each city. The comp- 
lexes will include showrooms, parking areas, 
restaurants, medical centers and sports facili- 
ties. The commercial components are expec- 
ted to bring in revenue to SAPTCO and bring 
down the subsidies required for its operati- 
ons. The company’s revenue, which is expec- 
ted to reach about 40 percent of operating 
expenses this year, will go up to 70 to 75 
percent when these projects are implemen- 
ted, Ghonaim said, adding that these may 
even eliminate all subsidies. 

The Jeddah terminal will cost about SR500 
million and will be located west of the present 
Comiche and opposite the new Central Off- 
ice. The building area will be roughly 134>00 
sq. meter, making provision for 36 berths, 
regional and administrative offices and a ser- 
vice area. The commercial center will include 
a health club, restaurant, retail shops, exhibit- 
ion center, offices, a 292-room hotel and a 
parking are for 1.400 cars.

Syria denies role 
in Paris bomb blast 

PARIS, May 7 (R) — Syrian President 
Hafez Al-Assad was quoted Friday as deny- 
ing his government was involved 'in a Paris 
bomb attack or the assassination of the 
French ambassador to Lebanon. 

France expelled two Syrian diplomats after 
the car bomb killed one person and wounded 
60 last month, and Western diplomats here 
have said Paris blamed Damascus for the 
murder of Ambassador Louis Dclamare in 
Beirut last Septe m ber. B ut Assad w as q uofed 
in an interview with the Paris-based Arabic 
weekly At -Mostaqbal as saying; "The French 
government knows perfectly well Syria had 
no role in these attacks.” 


Israel would boycott the talks if no sessions 
were held in occupied Jerusalem. 

Meanwhile. Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak Thursday said in Cairo that Begin 
was expressing a personal opinion when he 
said he refused to attend talks on Palestinian 
autonomy unless they are held in Jerusalem.

CAIRO. May 7 (AP) — Prime Minister 
Fuad Mohieddin was quoted Thursday assay- 
ing Egypt hoped the European Economic 
Community would continue its role in Middle 
East in order to reach a complete peace agre- 
ement in the area, published reports said- 

Following his meeting with visiting Belgian 
Foreign Minister LeoTindemans. Mohieddin 
reiterated Egypt's faith in the Camp David 
accords and its hopes to resume the stalled 
Palestinian Autonomy talks. 

Tindemans. who is also chairman of the 
EEC council for Ministers, expressed the 
need to build trust between the conflicting 
parties in the Middle East in order to prepare 
for peace in the area. Tindemans arrived in 
Cairo Wednesday and met with President 
Hosni Mubarak and his Egyptian counterpart 
Kamal Hassan Ali. He left Cairo after his 
meeting with the prime minister. 


Polisario offensive 


RABAT. May 7 (Agencies) — Morocco is 
expecting the Polisario Front, aimed for the 
first time with ground-to-ground missiles, to 
launch a major offensive in Western Sahara 
soon, officials said Thursday. 

They said the attack was expected before 
the Organization of African unity (OAU) 
holds its next heads of sta(p -conference in 
Tripoli. Libya, in August. The OAU has been 
going through a crisis since the Polisario's 
Saharan Republic was admitted as a member 
at a meeting in Addis Ababa last February. 
The Polisario, which has been fighting six 
years for the independence of Western Sah- 
ara administered by Morocco,. recently took 
delivery of Soviet- made tanks, heavy artillery 
and ground-to-ground missiles, the Moroc- 
can officials said. 

The Polisario introduced Soviet-made 
SAM-6 anti-aircraft missiles into the conflict 
for tbe first time last October, when they shot 
down five Moroccan aircraft but had not been 


known to have ground-to-ground missiles. 

The officials siid the new weapons were 
delivered to the Polisario in the Tindouf area 
of Algeria through the port of Oran, ana 
through Mauritania’s port of.Nouadhibou 
near "Wfestem Sahara, liie officials said conc- 
entrations of new. Polisario armor and artill- 
ery had been detected in the Tindouf area 
and in northern Mauritania indicating major 
attack was contemplated. 

New fighting was expected following an 
inspection of Moroccan troops in Sahara by 
regional commander Gen. Ahmad Dlimi. 
Observers were intrigued by an unusual and 
obscure message from Gen. Dlimi to King 
Hassan released by tbe Moroccan news age- 
ncy.

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BID TO REVIVE STRIFE 

t A particularly hdir^’ing and worrying-develop- 
ment- on the Lebanese scene -is that of attacks on 
religious officials and places - of worship. Of these 
has been the assassination of two (a Muslim and a 
Christian) religious leaders. There was also the inc- 
ident of the bomb attack on a mosque during pra- 
yer, and the storming of a church during service. 
That these incidents all took place almost at the 
same time points out to the possibility of a concer- 
ted attempt by a certain side to revive the worst 
aspects of the sectarian strife in the time of the 
1975-76 civil war. 

Most observers agree that Lebanese society, hav- 
ing gone through the period of civil war and the 
traumatic changes it engendered, has lost much of 
its sectarian bitterness. While the violence contin- 
ues, it has increasingly taken on a specifically politi- 
cal character, rather than the former generalized 
sectarian one. Those who are trying to reopen that 
wound, it is therefore thought, will not find the task 
easy. 

The side which is seen as making this attempt is 
not itself a Lebanese one, although it is possible that 
some Lebanese or Palestinians are being used by it 
toward that end. without the knowledge or cooper- 
ation of the various groupings to which they ostens- 
ibly belong. 

Both the local and regional contexts in which this 
attempt is being made are quite well known, so is 
the identity of the culprits. It is hoped that this in 
itself would do a great deal against the resumption

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Soviet Union, 
China bolster 


border defenses

HARBIN - 

Thirteen years ago in March, the long simmering 
border dispute between Communist China and the 
Soviet Union erupted into armed conflict on a small 
island in the Ussuri River several hundred tans west 
of here. In the engagement, which brought the two 
Communist giants to the brink of war, Chinese 
forces ambushed and inflicted heavy casualties on a 
Soviet patroL Less than two weeks later, Soviet 
troops in battalion strength counter-attacked, 
crushing the Chinese garrison on the disputed 
island. 

These days, relative calm has settled over the 
Sino-Soviet border which stretches 7,000 kms from 
Manchuria in China's northeast to Xinjiang in the 
far west, a border garrisoned by tens of thousands of 
Chinese and Soviet troops who endure the bleakest 
possible living conditions in defense of their coun- 
tries. 


According to Sun ZhiJian, a senior foreign minis- 
try official in Harbin, capital of the front line pro- 
vince of Heilongjiang, both sides are continuing to 
strengthen their boideT defenses at a time of gener- 
ally reduced tension. In a sense, the heavily gar- 
risoned border, particularly in its eastern and west- 
ern sectors, symbolizes the gulf that still exists bet- 
ween Peking and Moscow despite recent attempts 
by the Kremlin to promote a thaw in relations 
through- the proposed resumption of boundary 
negotiations. 

Diplomats in Peking tend to discount the chances 
of success and indeed the sincerity of the latest 
Soviet attempts to secure a rapprochement with 
China, simply because too many obstacles stand in 
the way of better relations. Apart from the old 
border dispute, fundamental differences exist on 
issues ranging from the Kremlin's support of the 
Vietnamese invasion of Kampuchea to the con- 
tinued Soviet occupation of Afghanistan. 

In mid-March, China seized on the recent expul- 
sion of Soviet officials from several Southeast Asian 
countries to press its claim that the Soviet Union 
and Vietnam are engaged in a strategic push in the 
region, centered on the use by Soviet warships and 
reconnaissance aircraft of former American bases 
at Cara Ranh Bay and Da Nang in Vietnam. 

Diplomats in Peking note that recent Soviet 
attempts to entice China into a dialogue have not 
been accompanied by any indication that the Krem- 
lin is prepared to make concessions on outstanding 
differences. For exam pie, when on Sept.25 last year 
Moscow proposed the resumption of bordeF talks, 
abandoned in 1978, there was no suggestion in the 
Soviet proposal that it was prepared to consider 
sympathetically Chinese claims to disputed areas 
along the border. Early in February, Moscow 
renewed its call for border discussions, but again 
apparently without indicating a willingness to make 
concessions. 

According to a Western diplomat who has served 
in Moscow and who is something of an authority on 
the border dispute, there is little chapee of China 
agreeing*® arestrm'ptib u of negotiations which pro- : 
ceeded through 15 fruitless sessions between 1964 . 
and 1 1978, without a positive gesture from the 
Soviet side. 

It has not escaped the attention of Western 
observers in Peking that the Soviet Union chose a 
time when strains were appearing in the Sino-U.S. 
relationship over Taiwan to start pressing for better 
relations with China. Diplomats in Peking note that 
previous Soviet initiatives aimed at improving rela- 
tions with China in the years since the Sino-Soviet 
split of the early 1960s have come to nothing, and 
say they cannot discern any significant changes in 
circumstances that may have improved the climate 
for a rapprochement. (Depthnews) 



Falklands crisis sparks power realignment in Argentina

WASHINGTON — 

On the surface, Argentina has united to face the 
threat of an English invasion of the Malvinas, which 
most of the world calls the Falklands. But to secure 
that unity the country's ruling military junta has 
been forced to unleash those two forces — populist 
politics and economic nationalism — that so often 
have fueled Argentina's political upheavals. 

It is not surprising that this subtle, but critical 
shift in the nation's always delicate political balance 
has been overlooked by most North Americans and 
Europeans. After all. when the military announced 
that it had taken the islands from England by force, 
the junta’s most bittei enemies — labor leaders, 
Marxist intellectuals and exiled Montanero guerril- 
las — cheered. 

In Buenos Aires the popular reaction recalled the 
celebration after Argentina’s 1978 victoiy in the 
World Soccer Cup and the street demonstrations 
after the 1973 Peronist electoral victory, which put 
an end to slx years of military rule. To the surprise 
of foreign observers, conservatives and business- 
men also joined the festivities. The island takeover 
was even approved by some human rights activists. 

The military flew an improbable group of people 
to the swearing in of the Malvinas' new Argentine 
governor, Gen. Mario Benjamin Menendez. Stand- 
ing at attention with the armed forces in Puerto 
Riverio (formerly Stanleyville) were Peronist labor 
chieftan Saul Ubaldini. who had been arrested a few 
days earlier in a massive and violent street demonst- 
ration against the government; Joseph Hirsch. head 
of the Argentine equivalent of the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers, and the Trotskyite anti- 


British historian Jorge Alberto Ramos. 

Little did it matter that, during the past few years, 
the Argentine armed forces have abducted and 
probably tortured and killed Ramos' friends and 
students. There, under the gray, wet southern sky 
with its harsh Patagonian winds all these enemies 
were playing together an historical role in the vindi- 
cation of Argentina's claim to the islands. They 
were reliving the defeat of the tw-o English invasions 
of Buenos Aires in 1806 and 1808, while hoping to 
avoid — or to defeat — a third invasion in 1 982. 

In Argentina, national unity is a myth based on 
early 19th century in a consensus on how to deal 
with the country's problems, which war with Engl- 
and can only multiply. 

If war spreads, the military will have to rely on the 
kind of popular support that can overcome a mot- 
her’s grief, and this must be built on something 
more than historical romanticism. A ruling elite can 
commit a country to war, but without a real consenr 
sus behind it. it will not be able to fight that war. 

Thus, the Malvinas crisis signals the beginning of 
a realignment of political power in Argentina. Once 
again the military needs civilian support as it did in 
1945 after the Axis lost. This reversal has been 
disguised by the fact that all Argentine political 
parties and social, cultural and economic organizat- 
ions. were quick "to approve the takeover of the 
MaJvinas. One reason for the quick approval was 
instinctive and simple patriotism: another the fear 
that the government would use its control of televis- 
ion and radio to brand critics, or those who remain 
silent, as anti-Argentine. 

Then there is the ever-present search for political 
opportunities. Every politician, every economic 
and social group hopes, to gain what is known in 


Buenos Aires as "political space.” To have political 
space means that the powers-that-be acknowledge 
your party or point of view as a valid one within the 
country's politics. Ancf since 1976, the date of the 
last official coup, only the ruling military elite has 
had political space in Argentina. 

What is novel, and exciting, about the Malvinas 
crisis is that for the first time in six years the armed 
forces asked civilians to provide political legitimacy 
for their actions. Once they committed the country 
to a course that could lead to a terrible war they 
asked openly, demagogically and persistently for 
popular support. It was granted, bur that does not 
diminish the fact that they had to ask. 

In their lucid moments the generals must realize 
that they’re bringing the country to the edge of an 
abyss, and they do not want to be held responsible 
for the disaster; noT do the politicians who are now 
beginning to criticize, the island takeover as ill- 
prepared and irresponsible. 

Abtonio Cassiero, a Peronist politician, came to 
Washington during the second week of rbe crisis to 
support the government's position.But he allegedly 
said that “if we’re not consulted at the beginning, 
how can the government expect to avoid our critic- 
ism if things go wrong at the end?" 

In Argentina the European boycott is making 
itself felt; the financial markets are refusing to help 
the country solve its credit problems. All this is 
forcig a realignment of the government's economic 
policy. The chances are increasing every day that 
the Argentine economy will become once again a 
dose and protected one, and the junta's experiment 
in opening Argentine markets to make domestic 
production internationally competitive will cense. 

Here, too, there is a paradox. Economy Minister 


Roberto Rnmon. who for years has led the drive I 
make the country's economy competitive and rat 
anal, is now leading the effort to place the cconoir 
on a war footing, which means making it cfficici 
and protected, while at the same time strengthens 
the ties to the Soviet Union, He. too. has been swej 
away by the nationalist tide and the force of circuit 
stances. 

Thus, what started out as history, as an urge t 
express patriotism by planting the flag on a barre 
island, wil become reality in the form of populisi 
and economic nationalism. We’re coming aroun 
full circle to 1945: The beginning of Peronism. th 
political union of the army and the people. (LAT

Spain is worried about the fate of two of its last 
colonial possessions in Africa, the enclaves of Ceuta 
and Mel ilia on the Mediterranean coast of Moro- 
cco. The Moroccans have always had a strong hank- 
ering to get them back. and..since the Falklands 
crisis. Spain has been reinforcing its already large 
garrison at Ceuta. 

The inhabitants. mostlySpanish.areten.se. In the 
past MnroccO has periodically exerted pressures. 
Last month Mo rocca n g unbo a ts seized. nine Spanish 
fishing vessels alleged to be in Moroccan waters. 

Even more disturbing for the- Spanish residents 
are the activities of a. liberation group based in 
Morocco. Calling itself the "Movement for the Lib- 
eration of Sebta ” the group has in the past few days 
distributed thousands of leaflets to the small Moro- 
ccan populations of Ceuta and Mellila, urging them 
to throw off "the yoke of Spanish colonialism.” 


Ceuta, a free port, is only an hour's run bv ferrv 
from Spain, and at weekends the ferry is full o"f 
Spaniards taking a day trip in order to stock up on 
cheap cigarettes, videos and the latest in electronic 
gadgetry. The town was first captured bv the Portu- 
guese. The Spanish annexed it in 1580 when the 
kingdoms of Portugal and Spain were united. This 
makes the Spanish claim on the enclave 300 years 
older than the British claim on the Falklands. 

It was from Ceura that Gen. Franco launched his 
invasion of the mainland and began the Spanish 
civil war. The town is still deeply conservative: Fra- 
nce's footprints are preserved in a cement monum- 
ent that overlooks the Straits of Gibraltar 


Local graffiti is all in favor of Spain's right-wing 
parties and there is strong verbal support for the 
generals now on trial in Madrid. Spanish officials 
voice the opinion that one result or the Falklands 
crisLS has been to frighten any country which still has 
colonies left. (ONS)

6 Vi fool sculpture entitled "‘The Archer." 
Composed of industrial castoffs, the work, 
which won first place in the sculpture divis- 
ion, was constructed by C.C. (Tres) Dunlop 
III of Aramco’s EDP Audit Division. 

“The Archer” is something I have wanted 
to do for 1 0 years," Dunlop explained. Colle- 
cting pans for the sculpture, whose skull 
bears a passing resemblance to the robot E2 
D2 in Space Wars, took Three to four years. 
Finding the tubing for the work's innards 
' posed less of a problem than acquiring other 
pieces for the archer's exposed anatomy. The 
structure's brain sports a spray nozzle from a 
fire protection system, a brass water sprayer, 
and various kinds of sprocket wheels. Telep- 
hone bells became the eyes and packing for a 
spark arrestor the lungs. The heart's role was 
played appropriately by a bipass-return 
valve. 

Dunlop’s longest assembly job was the 
shaping and brazing of the skull. Among the 
credits" attached to the sculpture, mention 
was made of Jackie Witte, who provided 
medical charts for the work. Jeff Nelson, 
M.D. a neighbor who advised Dunlop on the 
placement and size of the Archer's organs, 
and Chuck Lankin, who scoured the dump 
for useable junk. 

First place in the drawing category and best 
of show went to Linda Whitfield's pencil 
sketch "Ploughing Under.” First and second 
places and honorable mentions were awar- 
ded in each of the exhibition's several catego- 
ries: painting, watercolor. mixed media, dra- 
wing, pastel graphics, collage, sculpture, 
wheel-thrown and hand -built ceramics, raku, 
fiber/weaving, batik, jeweliy, and decorative 
arts. It took a panel of 5 judges several hours 
to decide the winners in each division. The 
decisions which occurred when different 
works received the same total of score points 
( a maximum of five per judge was possible) 
had to be readjudicated. 

The quality displayed in the more than 250 
works shown in Gallery 82 has improved over 
previous years, in the opinion of Dhahran Art 
Group president, Cheri Pence, and judge 
Ken Stouffer, a previous group president. 

Contributors drew inspiration from a vari- 
ety of subjects; in many cases, this involved 
countries where the artists had previously 
lived orplaces with which they associate part- 
icularly poignant memories. 

This was true of Maria T. Rafferty' s**Pini” 
a watercolor painted, she told Arab News, ** as 
a souvenir of 'a friend dying of cancer" 
Italian-born Rafferty is a versatile artist, one 
of whose china paintings captured an honor- 
able mention in the decorative arts category. 
Such work is fired in a small kiln at a tempera- 
ture of 1600°F. It takes eight hours to do, 
including a six-hour cooling-off period. 

Work by Cho Angue, an illustrator who 
works for Aramco’ s material training supply 
division, appeared for the first time in the 
Dhahran Art Group exhibition. The young 
Phiiippino, whose favorite subject seems to 
be animals and whose favorite medium is . 
charcoal, contributed pieces in the drawing, 
oil, and sculpture categories. Professionally 
trained, Angue studied architecture for two 
years and fine arts for three years at Manila’s 
Feati University in the School of Fine Arts. 

One artist to seek his subjects in Saudi 
Arab themes is Ejaz Minhas. a 31 -year-old 
Pakistani, whose father, Abdul Aziz, has 
been working for Aramco for 27 years. Bom 
a deaf mute, Ejaz is self-trained as an artist. 
His work began about seven years ago, princ- 
ipally in oil and watercolor. What he paints in 
splashes of cheerful color and with youthful 
exuberance, includes streetscapes and desen 
scenes of classical Arabia.

" Life at the ‘Lake Vic ’ 

Due to neglect, Uganda’s lifestyle changing

ENTEBBE, Uganda. (ONS) — They did 
once fill the swimming pool at the Lake Vict- 
oria Hotel, but they soon emptied h again, 
after finding 3 dead man floating in the deep 
end with several bullets in his head. 

There is still a little water in the paddling 
poo! at this hotel which was once one of the 
mobt elegant and well-ordered places in the 
whole of East Africa, but it is a dark-green 
malarial sludge, at the bottom of which you 
can just see a midden of empty tins and bott- 
les. „• n - 

The present sony state of the “Lake Vic", . 
as old colonial hands always called it, is- in 
some measure a reflection of the decline of 
Uganda as a whole. The effect of several, 
waves of looting, oh top of general neglect; 
remain apparent. 

The service at the- Lake -Vic was immacuJ- 
ate in the early 60s. Servants in white unifo- 
rms padded around its shaded colonnades. 
Air hostesses from British Caledonian lazed 
around the pool ; any suggestion that a corpse 
might'!*.* found floating in it would have been . 
loo. outlandish, -a scene from a Hollywood 
thriller. ' ■ ' ’ 

This is not to say that the Lake Vic is lack- 
ing in life at present. The most boisterous 
guests arc a 25-strong team of Briosh build- 
ers. They have been imported to do up, at a 
cost uf S800,000, the nearby State House. 

State House has had three occupants in 
quick succession. Presidents Lute and Binatsa 
were unable to contain the political intrigue; 
Binuisa was even held prisoner in. the venera- : • 
blu mansion — a disorderly business that \ 
would have shocked its first occupant, the. 
British Governor Sir Gerald Portal, in 1 893. 

The current President Pr. Milton Obote 
looks sci for a longer stay. When he moves - 
back to Entebbe from Kampala, the Lake Vic 
will' doubtless be restored as a convenient 
spot where foreign-visitors can mark. time. 

Kir the momentr the Lake Ws-duef vir- 
tue is ityview. A gstntte meadowlana. dotted 
with trees, slopes down to- Africa $ biggest 
lake, the source of the Nito-ithe longest river. 
Standing here, right at the Equator. you feel 
very mudj in the bcart of the .continent, with 
all fts problems ; - 


Strolling toward the water three Ugandans 
play golf on what remains of the old nine-hole 
course. As they tried to pun on the overgr- 
own greens, one said rather apologetically: 
“We're just amusing ourselves." But it see- 
med a good augury of slowly returning norm- 
ality that they were even making the effort. 

One UNESCO man has been living in the 
Lake Vic for nearly two years, while struggl- 
ing to rerive the-nearby government printing 
establishment. Sitting during the evening in 
his room, which he has slowly converted into 
a self-contained flat, we waited for the regu- 
lar radio call from the United Nations headq- 
uarters in Kampala. 

AH U .N. workers in Uganda are equipped 
with two-way radios, because of the security 


risks. After a matter-of-fact information exc- 
hange, the operator signed off to each of his 
charges: 'Have a quiet night.’ 

Since Entebbe has long been an important 
stopping-place on the airline artery down 
Africa, the Lake Vic was renowned among 
aircrews. Now a new generation has arrived, 
the pilots who fly wifi Air Uganda. 

The line is at present non-LATA, so its 
pilots tend to be of the more dashing variety. 
One Swede had been in Africa before — 
flying relief planes into beleaguered Biafra. 

You clearly have to be versatile to be an 
Air Uganda captain. One plane had been 
rescheduled four times: from six in the even- 
ing back to eight in the morning, then to 1 
p.m., then to noon.

Least desirable place to live? 

Haverhill residents support town

HAVERHILL Mass. (LAT) — Residents 
of this city and neighboring Lawrence admit 
that this industrial area along the Merrimack 
River is not a heaven on Earth, but no one is 
going to tell them it is the most Godforsaken 
hole between Maine and California. 

But that's exactly what happened recently 
when a Rand-McNally publication called the 
Places Rated Almanac ranked the HaverhiU- 
Lawrence metropolitan area as the least desi- 
rable place to live the United States. 

And if you think this didn't bum up these 
mostly blue-collar residents, you don't know 
bay staters: 

— Lawrence P. Lefebre. mayor of Lawre- 
nce, has filed a lawsuit against the New York 
publishing house. 

"I intend to extract money from the publi- 
sher of a poorly done study to finance further 
development of the area." he sputtered rece- 
ntly. “They' re entitled to their views. We see 
their views as laughable and we hope to laugh 
all the way to the bank." 

— The Merrimack Valley's three state rep- 
resentatives said they will sponsor a biil in the 
Massachusetts Legislature this session to 
boycott Rand-McNally products, including 
books and maps, in the schools. 

"Believe me, T d much rather be here than 
in Philadelphia," said state Rep. Joseph N. 
Hermann. 

— And the area's two newspapers, the 


Haverhill Gazette and the Lawrence Eagle - 
Tribune, have launched a campaign to disp- 
ute Rand-McN ally’s findings. The newspap- 
ers also have asked its readers to flood Time 
inuguzzRe with letters protesting the cities' 
low ranking. Time first carried a story called 
Home Sweet Home about the study. 

— The Dairy Queen in Haverhill came to 
the defense wifi this message on its marquee: 

“Haverhill is Number One in our book. 
Not 277.” 

The study ranked 277 of the nation's metr- 
opolitan areas using such categories as recre- 
ation. climate, health care, housing costs, 
crime, transportation, education and fie arts. 

Haverhill-Lawrence. an area of more than 
1 00,000 in the northeast comer of Massachu- 
setts that was once a leather and textile cen- 
ter, came close to the bottom in every categ- 
ory except climate. 

The metropolitan area that came out on 
top was Atlanta, followed by Washington. 
Greensboro- Winston-Salem-High Point. 
N.C., Pittsburgh. Seattle and Phifadelphia. 

The authors of the study. David Savageau. 
an executive with Robert H. Davidson Assoc- 
iates. and Richard Boyer, a Concord. Mass., 
novelist, said Lawrence and Haverhill are 
overracting. 

“Nowhere in the book do we say that any 
one place is the worst and nowhere do we say 
Atlanta is the best." Savageau said. 


Drug trade , trash, graffiti mar 
Amsterdam’s public image

AMSTERDAM (LAT) — What used to 
be one of the world’s most beautiful cities is in 
trouble. Amsterdam’s tree-shaded streets 
and picturesque canals are littered with trash. 
Historic, centuries-old buildings are covered 
with graffiti. 

But worse, drug-related crime has reached 
a level that has demoralized police officers 
and terrified the Dutch people. 

“We have become the drug capital of the 
world,” a cab driver said the other day. 

“I wouldn't say that," Reinder Hoomstra, 
a police department spokesman, said, “but 
we have certainly become one of the drug 
capitals of the world." 

Police chief Jaap Valken calls the drug 
problem "enormous." “In Amsterdam we 
have 3,000 registered heroin addicts," he 
said, “but in reality there are 10,000." 

Amsterdam's population is about 710,000. 

Last year, according to police statistics, 
there were 34 known heroin deaths in Amst- 
erdam. Chief Valken complained in a recent 
roundtable discussion with other law enforc- 
ement officers that his department was over- 
worked and ensnarled in red tape. 

“The citizen feels threatened and unsafe,” 
be said, “and the police themselves do nor 
feel safe." 

But drugs and crime are only the tip of the 
iceberg. Amsterdam has other problems. The 
700-year-old city, long noted for its cleanlin- 
ess and devotion to urban beautification, is 
littered with trash these days, and graffiti 
covers many of its landmark buildings. Some 
of the city’s most famous buildings, among 
them the Rijksmuseurn, which houses many 
of the major works of Holland’s most famous 
artist, Rembrandt Van Rijn, have been scar- 
red in this way. 

The city is plagued by a massive traffic 
problem, which is compounded by the canal 


' system and a dete'rmination to maintain the 
historic character of the city center by limit- 
ing efforts to modernize the road system. 
Bicycles are still a major form of transportat- 
ion. 

The stare of the economy has contributed 
to the overall problem. Industry has been 
moving out, resulting in the loss of about 
5.000 jobs a year over the past 10 years. 
About 1 0 percent of the population is unemp- 
loyed. 

In recent years there has been a massive 
influx of foreigners from former Dutch lands 
abroad, especially from South America and 
the Far East, and this is helping to change the 
character of the city. Amsterdam now has 
more than 100,000 foreigners from 125 cou- 
ntries. 

Although long reputed to be an internatio- 
nally minded city that served as a haven for 
oppressed foreigners, Amsterdam has bec- 
ome concerned over the growing number of 
foreigners. This concern is reflected in a wid- 
ely quoted remark by Mayor Wim Polak: “I 
never imagined being the mayor of 14,000 
Turks and 12.000 Moroccans." 

City officials said there is no serious resen- 
tment of the foreigners, as there is in neighb- 
oring West Germany. Yet, Hoomstra said, 
“attitudes are changing." 

The change is attributed mainly to the fore- 
igners' involvement in the drug traffic and 
drug-related crime. 

Most directly, involved, according to police 
figures, are people from Surinam, who make 
up Amsterdam's largest foreign element. 
About 40,000 of them have come in since 
Surinam, on the northern coast of South 
America, was given its independence from 
Holland in 1975. 

Of 2,S55 drug arrests last year, Surinamers 
figured in 1,655 of them, almost twice as 
many as the year before. 
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They said rhe overall rankings are nor nec- 
essarily indications that one metre area is a 
better place 10 live than another, but rather 
which city is the best for what an individual is 
seeking. 

Neither the authors nor Rand-McNally 
would comment on the threatened suit or 
boycott. 

Whatever the meaning of the study, feeli- 
ngs in Lawrence and Haverhill were hurt. 

Haverhill attorney Richard Sheehan descr- 
ibed the area as 36 square miles of New Engl- 
and countryside, with good water, schools 
and parks. 

"Stick that in your computer. Rand- 
McNally. and see how sweet it is,” Sheehan 
said. 

About its poor showing in the education 
category, one woman told the Haverhill Gaze - 
tte her six sons and daughters were all gradua- 
ted with honors from the local schools and 
went on to some of the finest institutions of 
higher learning in the country. 

The Gazette and Eagle -Tribune received 
hundreds of such letters from current and 
former residents. 

Not every resident agreed, however. 

One Haverhill reader. Steven J. Long, said 
his city needs vast improvements. 

“As far as education (reading) is concer- 
ned, what other city in this country would a 
person have to go to 1 1 stores just to find one 
Time magazine?" he wrote. 

Another Haverhill resident. Sheryl Brown, 
who commutes 31 miles to Boston to work 
every day, said the city's downtown is about 
as exciting at night as a laundromat. 

The majority of residents, though, thought 
their city took a bad rap. 

Haverhill Mayor William H. Rayn has 
taken the whole thing a lot calmer than Lefe- 
bre. but he is still a bit peeved about the 
publication. 

“1 suspect they (the authors) spent little or 
not time here and based their findings on 
guesswork." said Ryan, who was sworn in as 
Haverhill's mayor almost within a day of the 
publication's release. 

Ryan said he did not understand the rating. 
"Our schools are tremendous. Most of our 
kids go on to college. I'm a college graduate 
and so is my secretary’. We have a four-year 
college here (Bradford College) and the next 
town over (Andover) has Phillips Andover 
Academy, the best prep school in the nati- 
ons." 

The grandson of Irish immigrants said he 
also takes issue with Haverhill’s position in 
the study's recreation category — near the 
bottom — based on evaluations of availabil- 
ity of public golf courses, professional sports 
teams, bowling alleys per capita, parks, pari- 
mutuel betting and auto racing. 

"The authors said we didn't have any golf 
courses. They don't know what they’re talk- 
ing about. Either partially or completely in 
Haverhill are three 1 8-hole courses, one 
9-hole and a par-3.” 

Pointing out his office window, he said, 
"look over there. See that ski slope? See the 
park? We also have the world’s largest candl- 
estick bowling facility.” 

Ryan said his city is only seven miles from 
rural New Hampshire "and we have the use 
of the Merrimack for recreation, a river that 
is getting cleaner every year.” 

The mayor also said his city is a safe place 
to live, despite the area’s 159th position in 
the crime category. 

“Sure we have crime, but nowhere near 
what the larger cities have." he said. “We 
have murders, but not very often. I don’t 
think twice about walking our streets day or 
night ” 

Ryan also said it was absurd to criticize 
Haverhill and Lawrence for their lack of such 
things as museums, playhouses, fine restaur- 
ants and the like. 

“We don't need them. We're only 31 miles 
from Boston, a city I think is the cultural 
center of the world." 

Ryan said it also was unfair to lump Haver- 
hill and Lawrence together. 

“We’re totally different cities.” he said. 
Although few people in Haverhill will say it 
on the record, many think their citv would 
have fared much- better in the study if it 
hadn't been rated together with Lawrence. 

Haverhill has tree-lined streets, mostly 
owner-occupied, single-family homes and a 
lot of open spaces. Lawrence, on the other 
hand, looks like it was jammed into its six 
square miles along the Merrimack with a sho- 
ehorn. Its mostly tenement housing lies in the 
shadows of towering smokestacks or alongs- 
ide dirty canals. 

Ryan, although noting the differences, did 
not want to discuss Lawrence's urban ills. 
“All I can say, is that I think Haverhill is one 
of best pteces in the country to live." he said. 

Ryan also said he didn't plan to join in 
Lefebre’s threatened suit. 

He said he planned to turn the publicity 
around, use it has a springboard to talk about 
the positive things in Haverhill. 

“We have growth.” he said." We are a very 
stable community, racially, economically and 
religiously.” 
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Battles, encroaching jungle threatening Angkor

UNITED NATIONS, (AP) — The same 
people who helped rescue the ancient Egyp- 
tian temples of Abu Simbel from the rising 
waters of the Aswan high dam now- arc eager 
to save the glorious Cambodian temples of 
Angkor from the tides of battle and fast 
encroaching jungle. 

But the new rescue operation is ensnared 
in the vagaries of international politics, 
including continued U.N. recognition of a 
deposed government that is held responsible 
for the deaths of up to three million Cambo- 
dians during a 1975-79 reign of terror. 

The United Nations Education. Scientific 
and Cuhutal Organization decided to alert 
the public to the dangers confronting the 
ruins, sponsoring an exhibit of photographs 
presented by the National Geographic Soci- 
ety. 

That. too. became pan of the struggle bet- 
ween the ousted Pol Pot regime and the Hang 
Scmrin government installed in Phnom Penh 
by Vietnam. 

Angkor is close to the beleaguered Thai 


frontier region where Pol Pot guerrillas oper- 
ate. 

Wilbur E. Garrett, t he National Geographic 
magazine editor who headed a recent project 
to Angkor, repons that the area is controlled 
by the Vietnamese during the day. But at 
night that control is tenuous at best. His team, 
which included a writer and a photographer, 
traveled under heavily aimed escort provided 
by the Phnom Penh regime. During their 
three-day survey of the ruins, they had to 
leave Angkor before dark. 

The Pol Pot regime has accused Vietnam- 
ese invaders of looting and of causing wide- 
spread destruction at Angkor. 

Garrett noted the monuments bore the 
superficial scars of war. vandalism and theft. 
But, he reported in the May edition of his 
magazine, “it is the implacable jungle that 
threatens their very existence.*' 

The warring Cambodian factions all cher- 
ish Angkor as a symbol and sign of national 
pride that recalls glorious Cambodian past 
Angkor, which means “the city,** was capital 
of a dozen Khmer kings who ruled from the 
9th to the 13th century. The vast complex 


contains 72 major sandstone and brick 
monuments, the largest and finest of which is 
t he fi ve towered Angkor Wat 

Angkor has been virtually shut off to the 
outside world during a decade of warfare spil- 
lover from Vietnam and internal strife. Dur- 
ing the ‘60s and early 70s, French conser- 
vator Bernard Philippe Groslier kept the 
jungle at bay with a staff of 1,000. He was 
forced to leave in 1972. 

When UNESCO agreed to sponsor the 
National Geographic exhibit at U.N. head- 
quarters, the Pol Pot delegation immediately 
opposed the project, since the photographic 
team had gone to Angkor at the invitation of 
the Phnom Penh government. 

After protracted negotiations, the Pol 
Pomp delegation relented, on condition that 
none of the photos in the current exhibit 
showed soldiers or officials of the 
Vietnamese -backed government. 

Amadou Mahtar M’Bow, the UNESCO 
director-general, has appealed to the warring 
factions to declare a neutral zone around the 
75 square miles (195 square kilometers) of 
Angkor to allow restoration work to resume 


after a 1 0-year halt. 

The trouble is that UNESCO, like most of 
the United Nations, has official dealings only 
with the . Pol Pot government, which was 
ousted from- Phnom Penh by Vietnamese^ 
invaders in January 1979. The Heng Sarorin 
regime is unlikely to acknowledge such an 
appeal as long as rt is deprived ofa-seat in the 
U.N- General Assembly. 

Thknran Prasith. Pol Pot’s U.N. represen- 
tative, says the way will be opened for a 
UNESCO rescue operation only after 
200,000 Vietnamese troops are withdrawn 
from Cambodia and, by implication, the 
Khmer Rouge is allowed to regain control of 
the central government.

Dear Dr. Steincrohru I have angina. For a while, taking nitroglycer- 
ine under my tongue was sufficient to bring relief. 

Then, after an attack of coronary spasm (not an actual heart 
attack;, my doctor prescribed a heart drug called a beta blocker. It’s 
supposed to work on the nerves leading to the heart. 

For a while 1 was much improved. 1 bad fewer attacks of angina and 
less chest pain. But lately, my cardiologist is considering even a newer 
drag. It’s called Nifedipine. He says this may work better in my case. 
Can you explain? — Mr. Z.

We notice that lately we’ve been doing Jess socializing. Smokers are 
getting back at us. What to do? — Mrs. L. 


Dear Mrs. L.: Tear up the “no smoking” signs. People resent 
formal barriers to their wav of life. Instead, substitute frank discuss- 
ion about the effects tobacco exerts on you. Real friends will underst- 
and and forego smoking inside for a few hours. Others don't matter. 


Dear Mr. Nifedipine has recently been approved for the treat- 

ment of angina pectoris — whether caused by obstructed arteries or 
coronary’ spasmJn one recent study it decreased the number of angina 
attacks by 53 percent. It increased exercise tolerance by 80 percent. 

Nifedipine and similar drugs have been effective also in patients 
who have angina at rest. It is also indicated in patients who don't 
seem to be helped by nitrate therapy or by beta blockers. 

If necessary, it can be taken with beta blockers and nitrates. 
Besides, this drug may also be taken by patients who have asthma or 
congestive heart failure. 

However, there may be some side effects: dizziness, nausea, head- 
ache. But these reactions will disappear when the drug's dosage is 
lowered. 

How does it work. Mr. Z.? It’s called a "calcium antagonist.” This 
decreases the heart’s demand for oxygen, but also increases the blood 
supply.

LONDON. (LPS): — Non-smokers can 
absorb as much nicotine during a morning's 
office work as if they actually smoked three 
cigarettes, according to findings of the 
National Poisons Unit in London, reported in 
the British Medical JoamaL 

Doctors measured nicotine concentrations 
in saliva and urine samples from 82 smokers 
and 56 lifelong non-smokers after a morning 
at work. All non-smokers were found to have 
detectable concentrations of nicotine — and 
half bad values within the range for cigarette 
smokers. 

Non-smokers who reported exposure to' 
tobacco smoke during the morning had signif- 
icantly higher concentrations of nicotine than 
those unaware of being exposed, 

“The amount of smoke absorbed by non- 
smokers can reach concentrations similar to 
(hose found after light cigarette smoking of 
up to three cigarettes in the preceding three 
to four hours" says the Tepoit. “Tins clearly 
constitutes an unsolicited hazard to their 
health."

Tomorrow: Managing osteoporosis. 


MANILA (Depthnews) — “It’s more 
reasonable politically,” says Dr. Ron 
Podesta, a parasitologist-professor at the 
University of Western Ontario in Canada. He 
is talking about the fact that the West is 
ignorant of Third World diseases. 

Dr. Podesta is peculiar, a bit out of his line, 
for he has just won a grant from the World 
Health Organization to study schistosomiasis 
or snail fever, a disease in the tropics so few 
people in developed northern countries have 
heard of. 

Few North Americans, for instance, even 
know of schistosomiasis, a disease which cur- 
rently afflicts 200-300 million people in the 
world. Their governments choose to spend 
their dollars on more common diseases, like 
cancer. 


Research into schistosomiasis has been 
dropping off in the last decade, and Dr. 
Podesta s laboratory is the only one in 
Canada working on the subject It’s also the 
only schistosomiasis lab doing basic research. 
There has been tittle material published on 
the subject for 10 years. “If anything, it's 
getting worse. There's no money or trained 
personnel,” Dr. Podesta says. 

Dr. Podesta s study is the only one of its 
land, with no one else taking his approach. 
Most work on schistosomiasis, for instance, is 
looking for drugs to make man immune to the 
worm. 'Dr. Podesta is studying the structure 
of the infective worm to discover how it sur- 
vives the human body’s defense system. As a 
foreign substance in the human body, the 
worm should be destroyed, by. the body’s 


normal defense system, but it’s not. 

The schistosome mansoai. a blood fluke or 
worm, is carried by snails in fresh water. “The 
problem is serious in tropical, underde- 
veloped areas where there are no separate 
bathroom facilities,” Dr. Podesta says. “Peo- 
ple use ponds to drink, wash, urinate, as a 
to tie t.” 

The snail releases the larva into the water 
where it comes into contact with people nod 
penetrates the skin. It then lives in the body's 
blood stream, feeding on red Wood cells and 
laying eggs . The eggs 
get into the intestines and leave the body 
through feces. They can also infect blood vc* 
sels around the bladder, pass from the urine 
into the water again, to be picked up by the 
snails. - . . -

Protest against bases 


Japan leftists stage 


attack at four places 


TOKYO. May 7 (Agencies) — Japanese 
leftist radicals claimed responsibility for sim- 
ultaneous attacks early Friday morning outs- 
ide the imperial palace and at three self- 
defense force (SDF) facilities in the country, 
police said. 

Police officials said a two-ton truck carry- 
ing cardboard boxes was set on fire and ram- 
med into a lamp post in a plaza outside the 
main gate of the imperial palace in Tokyo 
around 5:50 a.m. Eyewitnesses told police 
they saw a man jump from the burning truck 
and escape in a car driven by another man 
immediately after the incident. 

Police said people saying they were memb- 
ers of rhe radical leftist "Chukakuha" (mid- 
dle core faction) called several news organiz- 
ations to claim responsibility for the atiacks. 
Chukakuha flags and handbills bearing its 
name were found at the sites. 

The callers said the attacks were m connec- 
tion with the 10th anniversary of the May 15 
return of Okinawa from the United States to 
Japan, which was opposed by leftists because 
•of the continued presence of U.S. military 
bases on the southern Japan island. The 
group is also opposed to the emperor. 

The other three attacks took place at about 
the same time in Tokyo, Osaka and Hirosh- 
ima. The second and third stories of a SOF 
building in Chiba, east of Tokyo, were bur- 
ned by flames from a gas cylinder placed on a 
truck parked outside the building, police said. 
Several windows were broken and a part of 
the wall was scorched, but no major damage 
was caused, they said. The facility is used for 
SDF recruitment. 

In western Japan, three jeeps and a large 
truck were set on fire at a parking lot at the 
ground self-defense force's Toyonaka base, 
near Osaka, police said. Police found timed 


explosive devices packed in boxes in and 
under the vehicles. One jeep was reportedly 
destroyed and the two others and the truck 
were heavily damaged. 

A warehouse at a transmitting station of 
the maritime self-defense force's Kure signal 
unit near Hiroshima, western Japan, was also 
destroyed by a fire which started about the 
same time, police said. 

Police added the two-meter-high wire 
fense around the warehouse was cut at one 
place. The warehouse contained unused 
desks, chairs and tableware, and the fire did 
not affect the station's normal operation, 
they said. 

In an unrelated development. Prince Tom- 
ohito, 36-year-old nephew of the Emperor 
Hirohito, Friday reiterated his wish to leave 
the imperial family. The prince, seventh in 
line to the throne, told a television intervie- 
wer at a Tokyo hospital where he has been 
recuperating from nervous exhaustion that 
he wanted to leave the imperial family so that 
“he can do something to make Japanese peo- 
ple understand more about the imperial fam- 
ily." 

It was the prince's first television appeara- 
nce since be announced three weeks ago that 
he wanted to leave the family. The prince was 
admitted into the hospital after complaining 
of fatigue. His wife Princess Nobuko, who 
was also being treated for fatigue at the same 
hospital, was discharged Friday. 

Secession from the imperial family must be 
approved by the 1 0-member imperial house- 
hold council, which includes the prime minis- 
ter, the speaker of the house of representati- 
ves and the president of the house of council- 
ors. Never before in Japan’s history has a 
successor to the throne proposed to leave the 
imperial family. 



Namibian talks set in Paris 


PARIS, May 7 (AFP) — Representatives 
of the five states of the contact group on 
Namibia are to meet here next Wednesday 
and Thursday, the French Foreign Ministry 
announced Friday. 

The meeting will foDow talks the assistant 
U.S. secretary of state for -African affairs, 
Chester Crocker, was to have with South Afr- 
ican officials in Geneva following his arrival 
there Thursday. It also follows a mission by 
the contact group to Luanda in March. led by 
Crocker and rhe director of the French Fore- 
ign Ministry's African department, Jean Aus- 
seil. 

The previous meeting of the contact group 
(Britain, Canada. France, the United States 
and West Germany), which is negotiating 


with South Africa over the terms of an indep- 
endent Namibia, was in March in London. 

A voting system proposed by the five for 
pre-independence elections in the South- 
African-administered territory has been rej- 
ected by the Namibian Southwest Africa 
People's Organization (SWAPO). 

Tile six front-line states (Angola, Btswana, 
Mozambique. Tanzania, Zambia and Zimb- 
abwe). together with Kenya and Nigeria, 
backed SWAPO' s rejection at a meeting in 
Dar es Salaam earlier this week. 

The meeting also backed SWAPO’ s call for 
an international conference on Namibia simi- 
lar to that held in Geneva in January last year 
but which failed to produce any progress 
toward a settlement.

Hinckley’s ‘despair’ recalled 


WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP) — The 
son fidgeted and flushed, the jury listened 
intently and the mother of John W. Hinck- 
ley J r. broke into tears Thursday as she told 
how she learned “our son ... is the man they 
identified as shooting the president" 
Hinckley, on trial for that shooting, 
covered bis face with his hands as Joann 
Hinckley said that. When he was led out of 
the hushed courtroom moments later, his 
face was beet red and it looked as if he, too, 
had been crying. 

Mrs. Hinckley had testified how John 
“seemed to be going downhill, downhill, 
downhill” in the previous years. She told of 
his repeated trips away and then his begging 
to return. Finally, she said, a psychiatrist 
suggested “a plan” that gave young Hinck- 
ley a timetable to get a job and move ouL 
The plan included not giving John Hinck- 
ley money or to let him return to the family 
home in Evergreen, Colo., at wflL Mrs. 
Hinckley said she broke that plan only once, 
driving to the airport with him about March 
26, when he said be was going to California. 

“It was so hard to see John go because 1 
felt be might try to take his own life,” she 
^testified. “ He looked so bad and so sad and 


in total despair 

Her voice began breaking and she started 
to sob. Hinckley's hands went to his lace. “ I 
broke the plan for the first time. I gave him 
$100 found around the bouse.” 


She said; John got into the car and I 
couldn't even look at him. He said, :Mom. I 
want to thank you for everything." I said 
“You're very welcome.' I said it So coldly 
because I didn't want him to know what I 
was thinking.” 

Again and again, Mrs. Hinckley said: 
“John was very discouraged. He bad no 
direction in his life. He was sad and depre- 
ssed and rather down on himself.” The 
mother of the 26-year-old man accused of 
frying to kill President Reagan and three 
others was the first witness in. his defense. 
Mrs. Hinckley set the stage, in a story span- 
ning childhood to manhood, for the insanity 
defense Hinckley's lawyers are offering.

The final resolution of the Helsinki confer- 
ence should be applied in full, and the confer- 
ence on European security and cooperation 
in Madrid should call for mutual trust and 
disarmament in Europe, they said. 


The communique said the situation in Cyp- 
rus was “a threat to the peace and security of 
the region,” and demanded application of the 
United Nations resolution calling for total 
troop withdrawal from the island. 


MOSCOW ( AP) — An earthquake meas- 
uring 7 on the 12-point Medvedev scale ratt- 
led Soviet central Asia Thursday night, dam- 
aging old buildings and barns.

KATMANDU, May 7 JAP) — Two Kaza- 
khstani members of a Soviet mountaineering 
expedition who were attempting to reach the 
top of Mount Everest have not been heard 
from since Thursday, according to Nepal's 
Ministry of Tourism. 

The ministry said Kazbek Valiev. 29, and 
Sergei Chcpchev. left a base camp high up 
Everest Thursday morning but lost contact 
with their base camp Friday morning, the last 
time the base camp had radio contact with 
Katmandu. 

On Friday, two other Soviet climbers 
began ascending the mountain, but it was not 
known whether they were looking for their 
two colleagues or making a bid to reach the 
mountaintop. The base camp informed Kat- 
mandu Friday that six Soviet team members 
who climbed to the top of Everest in three 
two-man groups on Tuesday and Wednesday 
all reached the base camp. 

Meanwhile. Hyoung Hce Key climbed to 
the top of the 6,986-meter Mount limiting 
Himal in northwest Nepal Thursday and bec- 
ame the first South Korean woman to conq- 
uer a Himalayan peak. 

The Nepalese Ministry said Friday that Miss 
Hyoung. 26, of Seoul, reached the summit 
accompanied by four sherpa guides, includ- 
ing one woman. They launched their final 
attack from a bivouac camp set upon Wedne- 
sday situated 150 meters below the summit. 
The climbers hoisted the national flags of 
South Korea and Nepal on the mountaintop, 
a ministry spokesman said. 

The Korean woman's Himalayan expedit- 
ion. led by Soon Chung Keel. 28, of Seoul, 
had nine members.

Democrats oppose 
Senate budget plan 


WASHINGTON. May 7 (R> _ President 
Ronald Reagan, unable to get Congress to 
support his own 1983 budget. *heartilv 
endorsed proposals by a Senate committee 
for a sharp increase in taxes and cuts in social 
programs in order to cut the huge govern- 
ment deficits over the next three years. 

But the alternative budget approved by the 
Senate Budget Committee was unacceptable 
to Democrats who control the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

House Speaker Thomas O'Neill said the 
Senate plan "contains many of the defects” of 
the budget proposed by the president in Feb- 
ruary. He added that the house budget com- 
mittee would stan drawing up its own meas- 
ures next week. 

Reagan’s approval of the Senate plan fol- 
lows weeks of wrangling between the White 
House and Congress over how to cut budget 
deficits of a scale that threatened to keep 
interest rates high as the government and 
industry competed for funds. 

Current rates are regarded as a major Fac- 
tor delaying an end to the recession. Thev 


have also dismayed America's allies, forced 
in turn ro keep their own levels high in order 
to curb any outflow of funds into the dollar. 

Projections have shown a deficit of SI 82 
billion in the 1983 financial year, followed by 
$216 billion in 19S4 and S233 billion in 1 985. 
The Senate Budget Committee plan would 
reduce the shortfalls to SI 06 billion in 19S3, 
followed by S69 billion and S39 billion in the 
following two years. 

The plan envisages tax increases of S95 
billion over the three years, along with a S28l 
billion cut in domestic spending and a reduc- 
tion of S22 billion on what Reagan proposed 
to spend on defense. 

“It (the Senate Budget Committee plan) 
should reassure the financial markets by 
sharply reducing federal deficits next year 
and in'the years beyond,” the president told a 
news conference in the White House Rose 
Garden. 

The White House, meanwhile, predicted a 
sharp fall in interest rates, now 16.5 percent 
for the most creditworthy borrowers, if the 
full Congress adopted the plan. 


U.S, trade exudes confidence 


HOT SPRINGS, Virginia. May 7 (R) — 
Twenty major U.S. corporations Friday pred- 
icted moderate improvement in the country's 
recession-hit economy this summer with fall- 
ing inflation and interest rates. 

The Business Council, representing the 
corporations, said in a report it believed inte- 
rest rates would continue to fall although 
there was major concern this might be jeopa- 
rdized by political fighting in Washington 
over the budget. 

French oil import 
drops by 16.4% 

P ARJS. May 7 ( AP) — France imported 
21, 376,904 tons of crude oil in the firstquar- 
ter of 1982, a drop of 16.4 percent from the 
same period last year, customs officials have 
said. 

The cost of the imports for the first three 
months rose 4 percent, however, to 34.3 bil- 
lion francs ($5.7 billion). 

Customs figures show that Saudi Arabia 
accounted for 42 percent of France’s oil 
imports, or 8,984,264 tons, in the first quar- 
ter, down from 53.4 percent for the same 
period last year. 

Saudi Arabia remain's France’s prime 
source. Nigeria is the next largest supplier, 
accounting for 10.7 percent of imports in the 
first quarter this year. 


Economic consultants for the group said 
moderate improvement in the economy, str- 
uggling in the second recession in two years, 
would continue into 1983 as benefits from 
the IQ percent tax cut effective July 1 added 
to consumer wealth. 

The report, issued in conjunction with the 
council's meeting, predicted that the past two 
years' improvement in inflation would prove 
to be lasting.

On inflation, they forecast the consumer 
price index (CPI), a closely watched measure 
of inflation which was about seven percent up 
from last year s first quarter, would rise only 
6.5 percent in both 1 982 and 1 983 on a year- 
to-year basis. 

The economists said major factors in the 
slowdown would be price competitiveness, 
continued high unemployment and the impr- 
ovement in the energy situation where price 
rises for oil and other petroleum products had 
moderated recently.

GENEVA. May 7 (R) — The Interna- 
tional Labor Organization (ILO) criticized 
Israel for what it said were worsening condi- 
tions for Arabs in the occupied territories. 

A report prepared for the ILO annual con- 
ference next month said Thursday Israel used 
Arab children as farm and factory laborers, 
kept job training for Arabs at a low level and 
exercised tight control over Arab trade 
unions. 

Appropriation of Arab land and regulation 
of local water rights in the occupied ter- 
ritories — all carried out in the name of 
promoting Jewish settlement there — 
threatened both Arab agriculture and local 
Arab identity, it said. 

“The prevailing feeling of the people is that 
they are gradually being dispossessed of their 
heritage, of their very means of existence 
and, above all. the sense of their own iden- 
tity,” the report by a special ILO mission 
said. 

The mission said it received information 
that Israeli farms and factories continued to 
use child labor despite an Israeli ordinance 
raising the minimum working age to 14 from 
3 2 in the Gaza scrip on the West Bank, which 
has been under Israeli occuppation since 
1967. 

The report said about 75,000 workers or 
around one-third of the total workforce, had 
left the occupied territories mostly for unskil- 
led jobs in Israel. This trend continued even 
as unemployment rose in Israel, indicating 
the Arabs were taking jobs Israelis did not 
want, it added. 

It quoted Jordanian estimates that two- 
thirds of all laborers staying in the occupied 
territories actually worked directly or indi- 
rectly for the Israeli economy.

MOSCOW, May 7 (R) — Bad manage- 
ment structures are stifling technological 
progress in the Soviet Union and holding 
back economic growth, according to a hig- 
hly critical analysis published here Friday. 

An article by academician Vadim Trope- 
znikov, head of the Moscow Institute of 
Management Problems, said the slow pace 
of technical change in the Soviet Union was 
the main reason for a recent slump in 
growth rates. 

His unusually frank analysis, printed acr- 
oss two pages in the Communist Party daily 
Pravda, suggested that the Soviet economy 
was suffering from deep-seated problems 
which could only be cured by giving more 
freedom to managers.

He said of the Soviet economy's current 
malaise could be traced back to an ill-fated 
economic reform forced through in 1958 by 
former Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev.

In 1966 the reform was reversed, but 
according to Trapeznikov its lasting effect 
was to hamper innovation and research. In 
1958 each rouble invested in the economy 
produced a return of 52 kopecks, but by 
1980 this had slumped to 16 kopecks. J

Kuwait to set up investment panel 


PARIS, May 7 (AFP) — With the left in 
power for 1 2 months, the French economy is 
wheezing its way through 1982, still waiting 
for an international business upturn that is a 
long time coming. 

More of the economy is now in state hands, 
a wealth tax is bringing extra revenue to state 
coffers, and a decentralization program has 
begun showing in regional budgets. 

But there are some old familiar faces in the 
economic mix: inflation, unemployment and 
low investment. 

On the inflation front, the overall consu- 
mer price rise in 1982 might be a tittle lower 
than last year's 14 percent. Last October the 
government froze rates for services and the 
prices of some consumer goods. This phase 
has now given way to “moderation agreeme- 
nts" between the state and business sectors. 
Even so, consumer prices rose jump in April 
by 1.2 percent, and Finance Minister Jacques 
Delors is now trying to halt the wage-price 
spiral by means of wage “programs" that cut 
adrift from the price index. 

One of France's big problem, remain its 
imports of oil and other commodities for 
which payment is made in dollars. France has 
been paying more because franc has lost out* 
to the dollar. 

Meanwhile, April unemployment figures 
were 1,931,000. However, the unemploym- 
ent increase is slowing up, with the current 
increase on an annual basis put at 17 percent 
against 25 percent 12 months ago. “getting 
more people in jobs depends on upturn in 
economy", say government economists, who 
had forecast growth of 33 percent this year.

Investment has been declining in France 
for several years, as firms have reduced equi- 
pment purchases amid a general weakening 
of activity, increased consumer buying power 
from last autumn onwards helped only a few 
companies in the consumer goods sector. The 
rest of industry is still in the doldrums. 

Government economists affirm that now is 
the time for French industry to invest, other- 
wise h will be unable to meet demand when 
the upturn comes. But this needs money, and 
the budget cannot provide it, for there is alre- 
ady a substantial deficit. Consequently the 
authorities are attempting an overhaul of the 
savings system with the idea of converting 
personal wealth into productive capacity.

London Marathon 
attracts 18,000 

LONDON May 7 (AP) — The withdrawal 
of Norwegian Inge Simonsen. joint-winner of 
last year's inaug ural London Marathon. lea- 
ves Britain’s Hugh Jones, one of the world's 
top long distance men, as the outright favor- 
ite for Sunday's race. 

Jones will be one of nearly 1 8,000 athletes 
to start the race in Greenwhich Park, south- 
east London, on Sunday morning — the bigg- 
est marathon field in history. 

A mere 7,000 runners competed last year, 
but interest in the race has blossomed over 
the last 12 months. Race organizer Chris Bra- 
sher, and Olympic gold medalist in 1956, 
predicts that the course, which twists through 
London past Buckingham Palace to the finish 
on Westminster Bridge, will be very fast. . 

"There are no hills as in Boston, and no 
queen’s bridges as m New York." he said. 

The current world record for the 26 miles 
385 yards distance is 2 hours 8 minutes 13 
seconds set by American Alberto Salazar in 
the New York Marathon last October, but a 
new mark is unlikely Sunday. The one disap- 
pointment for the London Marathon organi- 
zers has been their failure to entice Salazar 
and a number of other top marathon men to 
run in London. 

American Dick Beardsly, joint-winner 
with Simonsen last year, has declined to com- 
pete, while Simonsen’ s withdrawal was cau- 
sed by a persistent virus infection. None of 
last year’s top four are in the field. Jones, 
winner of the Oslo Marathon, second in 
Tokyo and third in New York, clearly is the 
roan to beat.

There have been suggestions that the three 
British qualifiers. England, Northern Irdnml 
and Scotland, might pull out uf the finals m 
the light uf Argentina’s participation aiidtlv 
current halklands Crisis. 

Speaking here on his way to :t FIFA coach- 
ing seminar in Peking, Cavan said. “I u-as 
greatly concerned to read that Scottish play- 
ers are thinking about boycotting the World 
Cup. I think this would be wrung and i doom 
believe that the British government would 
order the three home countries to withdraw.” 

He said (he government was unlikely to 
apply pressure because of the embarrassment 
it suffered recently over the unofficial cricket 
tour of South Africa by former English Test 
players. Cavan, who in also president ot thj 
Northern Ireland Football Association 
emphasized thar his country had not contem- 
plated a boycott. 

He said: " I would not speak, tor all the Irish 
players, “but added: *’ I have no doubt in my 
mind that they are fully behind participating. 
It was a considerable achievement qualifying 
for the finals and we certainly don't want to 
let our chance go by". 

Cavan said he had been involved in discus- 
sions with British Sports Minister Neil Mar- 
Farlane since the crisis began, and the ques- 
tion of a boycott had never been seriously 
discussed. He added that the greatest danger 
to the success of the World Cup came not 
from the possibility of a boycott but from the 
probability of violence on the terraces. 

He said violence was almost certain, and he 
continued. "There could be a great deal ot 
emotion in Spain and this could be fueled h- 
thc Falkland* crisis. 1 am greatly concerned 
that there will be crowd trouble particularly 
from British fans." 

Meanwhile, Britain’s three representatives 
to Spain — England. Scotland and Northern 
Ireland — will pull nut if the conflict with 
Argentina uver the Falkland Islands is not 
over by the end of May. reliable British sports 
sources said. 

The British government has not yvt made 
au official decision on the finals, from June 1 3 
to July 1 1 , and the matter is to be studied at a 
meeting next Thursday between Sports 
Minister Neil MncFarlane and representa- 
tives from the three Football Associating 
involved,

With 300th game of career 

Perry joins elite pitching group 


NEW YORK, May 7 (AP) — Gaylord 
Perry became the 15 th pitcher in Major 
League baseball history to win 300 career 
games Thursday night, hurling the Seattle 
Mariners to a 7-3 triumph over the New York 
Yankees. 

The 43-year-old Perry gave up nine hits, 
but his victory seemed assured after the 
Mariners scored five runs in the third inning 
and two more in the seventh. He joined the 
elite group of hurlers in his 21st year in the 
Majors and just four months before his 44th 
birthday. 

Perry, who nearly was forced into retire- 
ment before the season began, was cheered 
by a crowd of 27,369 at the Kingdome, stand- 


ings the end in unanimous appreciation of 
the man they- have dubbed “The ancient 
Mariner.’*'' 

With fbe victory, Peny. became the first 
man since >963 to win 300 games in a career. 
Hall of Earner Early Wynn won his 300th 
with Cleveland 19 years ago, but he was a 
struggling, over-the-hill pitcher by then. 

The Mariners scored their first five runs in 
the third, inning, actually all Perry needed, 
with the help of an error by Yankee catcher 
Rick Cerone and some sloppy fielding. Todd 
Cruz highlighted the uprising with a two-run 
single as the Mariners sent nine men to the 
plate. 

In other late American League action on- 
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the west coast, dan Ford's tie-breaking, two- 
run single with two out in the ninth inning 
triggered seven-run outburst as the Bat- 
riraor Orioles s ripped California 9-2, hand- 
ing the Angels their first loss in 20. home 
games this season. 

The Oakland A’s managed only three bits 
off Cleveland’s John Denny, including run- 
scoring singles by Dan Meyer and Rickey 
Henderson, but stretched their . winning 
streak to seven games with a 4-2 victory over 
the Indians. 

In earlier AL action, Jim Rice and Tony 
Perez homered and Dave Stapleton lashed a 
pair of doubles as the Boston Red Sox 
pounded out six extra-base hits to beat Texas 
5-2 and stretch the Rangers' losing string to 
12 games. 

CecQ Cooper singled home the go-ahead 
run in the sixth inning and Ben Oglivie added 
a decisive three-nm double m the eighth to 
lead the Milwaukee Brewers to a 6-3 victory 
over the Minnesota Twins. 

In the National League, Pedro Guerrero s 
RBI double capped a three-run first inning 
and Jerry Reuss and reliever Tom Neidenfur 
made them stand up as the Los Angeles Dod- 
gers whipped the Montreal Expos 3-2. 

George Vukovich stroked four hits and 
drove in five runs, the best offensive produc-

Consider (his deal from a 
team erf four match. At the 
first table, the bidding went as 
shown and West led a heart 
against six diamonds. East 
took the ace and West later 
scored a trump trick, so the 
slam went down one. 

lUs was an unfortunate out- 
come, since South would have 
made the slam without a heart 
lead, and even with it he was a 
favorite not to lose a trump 
trick. Oddly enough, the bid- 
ding went the same way at the 
second table, except that over 
five hearts South bid six 
notrump instead of six 
diamonds. 

South thought he could pro- 
bably mak e either contract. 
But he also felt there were 
more hands where he could 
make six notrump and not six 
diamonds, than there were 
hands where he could make 
six diamonds and not six 
notnimp. 

South’s reasoning was 
greatly influenced by East’s 
lead-directing double of five 
hearts. South had a right to 
look forward to making twelve 
tricks in notrump with a pro- 
bable heart lead, even if it 
turned out he could not make 
six diam ond tricks. In this he 
was dead right West led a 
heart and South scored twelve 
tricks — worth 1,440 points — 
consisting of five spades, one 
heart, two diamonds and four 
dubs.

Coupled with arms control talks 

NATO vows strong deterrence 


BRUSSELS, May 7 (R) — NATO defense 
ministers ended a two-day meeting here Fri- 
day with a reaffirmation of NATO’s commi- 
tment to combine deterrence and defense 
with negotiations on arms control and disar- 
mament. 

A communique issued after a meeting of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization's 
defense planning committee underlined 
NATO’s win to ensure an effective deterrent 
against possible Soviet aggression, including 
new nuclear missiles if needed. 

With only Greece dissenting, the particip- 
ants agreed that plans to deploy new NATO 
nuclear missiles in Western Europe had to go 
ahead in parallel with U.S.-Soviet nuclear 
arms talks now under way. as long as these 
talks produced no concrete agreement. 

"The principles on which the Western alli- 
ance was founded remain as sound today as 
they were three decades ago when it was est- 
ablished... NATO’s military capabilities must 
remain adequate for the preservation of 
peace and an effective defense posture must 
be maintained. NATO is determined to take 
the measures necessary to ensure the continu- 
ing effectiveness of the NATO deterrent." 


Greece’s Socialist government reserved its 
position on two sentences relating to procee- 
ding with plans to install new nuclear missiles 
in parallel with the U.S.-Soviet arms talks 
under way in Geneva. "The ministers stres- 
sed the importance of the continuation at the 
same time of preparations for the deploym- 
ent of ground-launched Cruise missiles and 
Pershing-2 missiles in Europe," the statem- 
ent approved by all other ministers said. 

"In the absence of a concrete agreement 
between the United States and the Soviet 
Union the schedule for this deployment has 
to be maintained." The 11 -paragraph com- 
munique also reaffirmed NATO’s support 
for Britain in the Falkland Islands crisis. 

It welcomed the publication of what it des- 
cribed as "an authoritative NATO study of 
the relative strengths of NATO and Warsaw 
Pact forces ... (showing) the adverse trends 
which have developed and the growing num- 
erical superiority of the Warsaw Pact forces .’’ 

The communique called on governments to 
stick to a target for defense spending of three 
percent of gross national^ product regardless 
of financial and economic constraints, beca- 


use of the "significant challenge” posed by 
NATO force goals in the next five years. It 
also referred to discussion of NATO's inter- 
est in political developments outside its stric- 
tly defined sphere of operations, such as 
South West Asia or the Middle East. 

The United States has proposed a rapid 
deployment force RDF to intervene in the 
Middle East, should the West? s access to oil 
supplies there be threatened. "Ministers stre- 
ssed their common interest in the security, 
stability and sovereign independence of the 
countries outside the NATO area," the 
communique said. 

"At the same time military aggression in 
areas outside NATO has potential to threa- 
ten the vital interests of members of the allia- 
nce." The minister did not pass judgement on 
the RDF proposal, but said they would study 
its implications for other members of the alli- 
ance at a meeting next December. 

At the meeting, Portugal threatened to 
re-examine its position within NATO and 
reconsider the allied use of air bases on its 
territory unless it receives’ a fairer share of 
the NATO defense budget, informed sources 
said. 


Soviets ‘catching up’ on strategic N-arms 


WASHINGTON. May 7 (AP) — New 
NATO reports suggest the Soviet Union is 
closing in on the United States in strategic 
nuclear weapons, which Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger has called "the one area 
in which the United States still retains some 
advantage." 

Reports received this week by the North 
Atlantic alliance say the Soviet Union has 
increased the number of strategic nuclear 
warheads to more than 8,000 compared to 
somewhat more than 9.000 for the United 
States and Britain combined. The British 
warheads account for a very small part of the 
Western total. 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan is reported 
preparing to suggest to the Soviet a 30 perc- 
ent to 50 percent slash in the strategic arsen- 
als of the world's two biggest nuclear powers. 
The Jimmy Carter administration started out 
in its SALT II negotiations seeking a Soviet 
agreement for major mutual cutbacks in nuc- 
lear weaponry, but it was rebuffed by the 


Soviet leadership. 

The Washington Post said in Friday s editi- 
ons that Reagan is expected to outline his 
arms-con trol views Sunday in a commence- 
ment address at his alma mater — Eureka 
college in Eureka, Illinois. A little more than 
a year ago the Defense Department reported 
to Congress that the Soviet Union had some 
7,000 strategic nuclear warheads for its 
land-based and sea-based missiles and bom- 
bers. 

U.S. analysts have compiled records show- 
ing that the Soviets have been gaining on the 
United States by about 1 ,000 strategic warh- 
eads a year since the late 1970s. Those acco- 
unts say the Soviets have installed more 
land-based and submarine-launched missiles 
with multiple warheads while the United Sta- 
tes has virtually marked time.

Weinberger 
said. “But the Soviets may equal or surpass us 
in the total number of warheads during the 
1980s as they continue the rapid expansion of 
their strategic nuclear arsenal," Weinberger 
testified. 

According to the NATO document, the 
Soviet Union now has 2,704 land-based inte- 
rcontinental ballistic missiles, submarine- 
based missiles and bombers. Among these 
are 1,398 intercontinental ballistic missiles, 
950 submarine missiles and 356 bombers. 

On the NATO side are 2.022 "strategic 
delivery vehicles," including 1,052 ICBMS, 
560 submarine-launched missiles and 410 
bombers. This total includes 64 British 
submarine-based missiles. 

Beyond relative numbers and megatonn- 
age of such weapons, the NATO report ech- 
oed U.S. concern about the accuracy of the 
newer warheads, especially those on Soviet 
land-based SS-18 and SS-19 weapons. 


Tories gain 
inlocal polls 

LONDON. May 7 (AFP) — Britain’s Con- 
servative Party has swept to victory in natio- 
nwide local council elections, riding a wave of 
national unity created by the Falkland Islands 
crisis, early poll results showed Friday. 

Analysts said final results of Thursday’s 
poll will be known later but returns so far 
indicate Conservative gains in London as well 
as Birmingham. England's second largest city 
traditionally held by Labor. The Conservati- 
ves, Britain's ruling Party, also appear to 
have won control of councils in rural areas. 

While the results will have only a very limi- 
ted influence on the way the country is gover- 
ned, as local councils, elected every four 
years, control only education and bousing, 
they mark disaster for the Labor Party and a 
.severe setback for the Social Democrat Party, 
with minima] gains for the Liberals. The 
Labor Party, which seemed assured of winn- 
ing the elections under normal circumstan- 
ces. lost in almost all areas to the Conservati- 
ves. 

Tbe early results also poured cold water on 
Social Democrat hopes. Candidates of the 
recently created political party tested the 
local electoral waters for the first time. They 
put up candidates in about half the district 
council elections under an agreement with 
the Liberal Party. But Friday’s results left 
them with fewer seats than before the elect- 
ion. 

Early results showed that the Conservative 
Party had won 1 2 more seats, with the Liber- 
als taking 153. instead of more than 400 as 
they expected. On the other side the Labor 
Party lost 40 seats, the Social Democrats 47, 
independents lost 57 and others 1 8. 

French envoys meet 

PARIS, May 7 (AFP) — President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand was Friday meeting with 11 
Asia and Pacific-zone ambassadors recalled 
to Paris this week to examine French action in 
the region. This is the first time a conference 
grouping diplomats, high-ranking govern- 
ment officials and ministers involved in such 
makers has been organized in France. 

The special meetings follow the recent visit 
to Japan by the French president and several 
of his ministers, as well visits to France by 
Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi Thai 
chief of state Gen. Prem Tinsulanonda, and 
Vietnam’s Foreign Minister Nguyen Co 
Tbach. 


Suharto policy approval 
noted in election verdict 


JAKARTA, May 7 (AP) — No changes in 
key policies or personalities were expected 
after a general election which left Indonesia s 
political scene looking much the same as 
before tbe polls opened Tuesday. 

Analysts interpreted tbe results of the 
fourth election here in 37 years as a simple 
vote of confidence in President Suharto, 
neither glowing tribute nor begrudged 
approval. 

With 74,218,463 or 90 percent of the 
82,132,293 eligible votes cast counted by 
Friday, Golkar had won 47,459,977. The 
Muslim United Development Party, known 
as PPP from its initials in Indonesian, had 
20,829,997. The Indonesian Democratic 
Party, or PDI, had 5,928.489 votes. 

Golkar captured more than 63 percent of 
the vote, compared with 62.1 percent in 26 of 
Indonesia's 27 provinces. Only devoutly 
Muslim Aceh on the far northern tip of 
Sumatra went for the PPP. 

Golkar doesn’t function as a political party 
except as the civilian face of the armed forces 
at election time. The name is an acronym for 
Golongan Karya or “functional group,” a 
catchall of more than 200 bodies of civil ser- 
vants and civil leaders. Parliament is rela- 
tively weak and real power has been in the 
hands of the generals since they thwarted a 
Communist coup attempt in 1965. 

The country has 147 million people with 


per capita annual income the equivalent of 
S520. While no major policy changes are 
expected, the election results seem likely to 
influence the kind of agenda Suharto folios 
in his fourth 'term. 

The administration is expected to hold 
steady on its course of rapid modernization 
and an economic development plan that 
mixes capitalism and socialism. It seems cer- 
tain to continue to favor foreign investment 
and international trade to he ip industry 
develop. 

Suharto can claim some solid achieve- 
ments: in economic development, in family 
planning and in making the country virtually 
self-sufficient in rice, the staple food. 

What comes next? The returns win be 
rechecked in the next few weeks, with some 
recounting likely following complaints of 
vote fraud by the PPP. The results must be 
certified by June 10. 

Meanwhile, Indonesia's election commit- 
tee deaied ■opposition charges of 
irregularities in tbe general elections. How- 
ever, it said in a statement that so far the 
committee had received no formal protests. 

PPP parliamentary faction leader Nuddin 
Ubis said his party would wait for final results 
from the election committee and the PPPs 
counting committee before lodging any for- 
mal protest. 


After political scandal 

Australia cabinet reshuffled 
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CANBERRA, May 7 (Agencies) —Prime 
Minister Malcolm. Fraser extensively reshuf- 
fled his cabinet Friday following the resigna- 
tions of two ministers in a political scandal 
over a color television set 

Fraser brought two new men into the gov- 
ernment, created two new ministries, for civil 
aviation and defense support and split off one 
other previously shared portfolio to create a 
total of three new positions. But he kept the 
number of ministers at 26 by amalgamating 
the ministries of employment and construc- 
tion with other portfolios and abolishing the 
Ministry of Business and Consumer Affairs. 

The reshuffle followed the resignations last 
month of Business and Consumer Affairs 
Minister John Moore and Health Minister 
Michael Mackellar. They stepped down after 
it was revealed Mackellar had brought a color 
television into Australia from Hong Kong 
without declaring it or paying duty. Moore 
had responsibility for tbe customs depart- 
ment which had not properly chased up the 
matter. Treasurer John Howard and Deputy 
Prime Minister Doug Anthony, who is 
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responsible for trade, retained their posi- 
tions. 

So did Foreign Minister Tony Street, Prim- 
ary Industry Minister Peter Nixon and 
Finance Minister Margaret Guilfoyte. But 
former Communications Minister Ian Sinc- 
lair was moved to the Ministry of Defense, 
replacing Jim Killen who becomes govern- 
ment leader in the House of Representatives. 

The two new ministers are Jim Carlton and 
John Hodges, who took the heahb^and 
immigration portfolios. Nirie existing znmfr 
ters changed their responsibilities. 

Commenting on the reshuffle. Labor 
opposition leader Bill Hayden said that an 
opportunity to breathe life into foe govern- 
ment had been ignored. “Mr. Fraser has sim- 
ply rearranged the deck chairs on his sinking 
ship. The same tired worn faces remain to 
administer the same tired and worn policies. 
The only two newcomers fill the vacancies 
caused by*the forced resignations last month. 
"Australia would have been better served if 
Mr. Fraser had dismissed the entire minisoy 
and called an immediate general election.'’
